CHARLES DAY 

IT’S ALWAYS SUNNY IN HOLLYWOOD WHEN JENNIFER ANISTON’S TONGUE IS IN YOUR EAR

Charlie Day was the first actor cast in the new 
summer comedy “I lorrible Bosses.^^ 

Having secured the film's linchpin, the 
producers set about assembling a modest sup- 
porting ensemble that includes Jennifer An- 
iston, Jason Bateman, Colin barrell and Jason 
Sudeikis. 

“\^ah, once Fm in, the inevitable result 
is that two Oscar winners will sign on,” Day 
says, before collapsing in laughter. 

Oh yeah, forgot to mention that Ke\in 
Spaccy andjamic Foxx arc also in the film* 

Until now, Day primarily has been known 
for his role on the scabrous eable sitcom “It's 
Always Sunny in Philadelphia*” He plays 
Charlie Kelly an excitable Chihuahua of a 
man whose signature move is going off half- 
cocked. 

In “I lorrible Bosses,” Day and his best buds 
(Bateman and Sudeikis) all have insufferable 
employers who are making absolute hell of 
the trio's lives. Day is still pinching himself to 
confirm his good fortune. 

'"'lb go from a basic cable show to a major 
motion picture?” he says. ''Most people would 
consider that a step up. 

“Fm just glad I didn't scare a good cast 
away.'^ 

Reviews for the film might scare the cast 
now. 'I'hey have been generally bad, but Day 
has been earning praise. 'I'he Miami Herald, 
for instance, singled him out, saying, “his 
shrill, hysterical dental assistant, tortured by 
his sexually abusive boss (./Vniston) is by far 
the funniest thing in the movie.” (Read the 
review on Page 20.) 

According to Rob McElhenney “Sunny's” 
creator and star. Day's big break is long overdue. 


“llie only thing that surprises me is that 
it's taken so long,” McElhenney says. “It was 
always clear he has a gift very few people have, 
lie's one of the funniest, if not the funniest, 
people I've ever knovm.” 

Working with such a high-powered cast on 
“Bosses” took some adjustment. 

'“Hie first scene I did with Kevin Spacey, 
Fm sitting in a car staking out his house and 
he taps on my window I roll it down and he 
starts yelUng at me,” Day says. “It was the 
same way he dressed down his employees in 
'Glengarry Glen Ross.' It took a few takes for 
me to get over the fact that 'Wow, that's Kevin 
Space/ and get back in character and shoot 


the scene.” 

Among the film's three amigos. Day's work 
conditions seem the least onerous, lie plays 
Dale, a dental assistant whose boss (Aniston), 
a red-hot man-eater, spends most of her time 
trying to seduce him. 

I laving seen .^Vniston, his pals can't figtire 
how this constitutes a problem. But Dale is 
appalled by her ach^ances, primarily because 
he's engaged. 

It's a motivation that Day 35, finds easy to 
understand. 

“I'm a married man,” he says. TIis spouse 
is actress Alary Elizabeth Ellis, most recently 
seen on NBC's “Perfect Couples*” “1 like to 


think that in that situation, Fd do the right 
thing. I assume most people would. 

“Not everyone. That’s where you have so 
many of our fine politicians shining,” he con- 
tinues. “The rest of us realize what an emo^ 
tional fiasco it would be to dive into some- 
thing like that. So I think I would be just as 
squirmy and nervous as the character.” 

Apparently it wasn’t even difficult for him 
to stay detached when Aniston grabbed him 
from behind and jammed her tongue in his 
ear. 

'Actually I couldn’t help but feel so sorry 
for Jennifer,” he says, laughing. “I found my- 
self wishing I had taken more of a proper bath 
that day” 

For months, the Internet was abuzz with 
reports that Anistoris scenes were so risque 
that they had to be edited down for “Horrible 
Bosses” to keep even an R rating. 

“In terms of the bare-all thing, you see a lot 
of skin, but Fm not sure if the perverts will 
get their fill,” Day says. 'I'hen he lau^s. “De- 
spite popular belief, Fm not the world's fore- 
most expert onjennifer Aniston's breasts.” 

Day's visit to Philadelphia to promote 
“Horrible Bosses” actually serves a double 
purpose. 

'I'he next day he and the cast of “Sunny” will 
begin putting the finishing touches on ’Vear 7 
by shooting exterior scenes all over town. It 
will premiere on FX in September. 

“We've got great episodes,” he says of the 
season. “One of my favorite involves a child 
pageant which Frank (Danny DeVito) has 
gotten himself involved in. We help him out 
with it. He thought it was going to be a regular 
beauty pageant, only to find out there are chil- 
dren involved. It's a debacle, as usual.”

God knows it’s not easy being 
Sookie Stackhouse. The tele- 
pathic barmaid at the center 
of so many supernatural 
occurrences in the sleepy burg 
of Bon Temps, La., seems to 
spend most of her time fend- 
ing off murderous attackers 
or the romantic advances of 
vampires, werewolves, shape- 
shifters and the like.

Her relationship with handsome Viking vampire Eric 
Northman is still acutely complicated— and old flame Bill 
Compton and werewolf Alcide Herveaux haven’t stopped 
proclaiming their love for Sookie either. 

And that just might be part of the problem. 

Certainly, some things have changed in Bon Temps. 
Right out of the gate, Sookie loses some of her blond 
locks when her boss Sam Merlotte’s bar is fire-bombed, 
adding insult to the already critical injury of losing busi- 
ness to Vic’s Redneck Roadhouse, the new joint in town. 

Eric is forcing Pam, the vampire he made, to keep 
a troubling bit of knowledge from Sookie, even as she 
learns some personal, painful secrets about her beloved 
late grandmother, Adele, and comes into possession of a 
rare magical object called a “cluviel dor.” 

Yet “Dead Reckoning” feels a bit stale. The book is miss- 
ing some of Harris’ usual zest (Sookie’s amorous interludes 
are considerably pared back, for starters)— and zest is a 
critical ingredient in Harris’ spicy Southern stew Perhaps 
it’s simply difficult to sustain enthusiasm for a series so 
late in its life, or perhaps it was a necessary sacrifice to give 
Sookie some space to grow up. 

Harris said she intends to write only two additional 
entries in the series. It’s likely a good call. A gal, even 
one as feisty as Sookie, can really handle only so much

Lie on your back with your legs 
extended, and hold the ball over 
your head. Raise the ball, along 
with your upper body, to the ceil- 
ing and bring your legs up to reach 
it. Slowly move back to the starting 
position. Repeat 10 times. 


CLOCKS 

Stand with your 
feet shoulder- 
width apart, 
knees slightly 
bent, and hold 
the ball over your 
head. With your 
arms straight, 
circle the ball 
clockwise from 
your head down 
to your side, to 
your feet and 
back around 
again.

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BICEPS CURL 

Stand with your feet shoulder-width apart, knees slightly bent. Your right palm should 
support the bottom of the ball while your left palm remains on top of the ball. Keep your 
elbows in tight next to your body, and bend your right elbow to curl the ball up to your 
right shoulder. Then, extend your elbow to return to start. Do 12 curls and then do the 
same with the right arm on top. 


SKULL CRUSHER 

Lie on your back with 
your knees bent, feet 
on the floor. With 
straight arms, hold 
the ball perpendicu- 
lar to the ground so 
it’s directly above 
your head. Bend your 
elbows and lower 
the ball toward your 
forehead. Return to 
the starting position. 
Do 30. 


UGI SQUEEZE 

While your thighs squeeze the 
ball, squat down and reach your 
butt back. Hold for 30 seconds. 


WOOD CHOP 


Extend the ball over your right shoulder, feet shoulder-width apart. Keeping 
your elbows straight, swing the ball down to the outside of your left knee while 
you squat. Stand up and return to start position. Do 10 times on each side.

A movie with a story like this 
doesn’t need to try so hard 


A Better 
Life (PG- 13 )

Luis (Jose Julian) is an ungrateful, 
troublemaking, 14-year-old punk, but 
his undocumented single dad Carlos 
(Demian Bichir) still works his tail 
off to provide for his son. Carlos gets 
desperate when his plan to buy a 
truck and expand a landscaping business backfires; Luis’ 
best moneymaking idea, on the other hand, is to “jack 
an old lady on the street.” 


The verdict: This is a rarely seen side of the immigration 
debate— you know, the perspective of the people actu- 
ally facing possible deportation. When Carlos and Luis 
interact, “A Better Life” depicts a lot about the complex 
relationship between this father and his son, who snaps 
at him, “Go mow some lawns.” The film would have 
been smart to treat every scene with the same stripped- 
down, raw honesty Instead, “A Better Life” relies on so 
many predictable plot points that it treats its story as 
an inevitability rather than a specific cautionary tale. 
Surely we don’t need to see Carlos standing up to a gang 
member or driving a truck action movie-style through a 
gate to grasp his resolve. This good man (perfectly acted 
by Bichir) will do anything to protect his child, but the 



film mostly refuses to stray outside bluntly obvious nar- 
rative conveniences, matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.

Worth watching? What can you expect 
from the sort of movie where the comic 
highlight is Sudeikis’ horndog character 
breaking into his boss’s place and sticking 
the guy’s toothbrush down his pants? It’s 
a gag no more original than Bateman and 
Day knocking over a box of cocaine, a 
dated joke Woody Allen rendered a cliche 
more than 30 years ago. 

The bosses don’t add much, either. 
Spacey does his “Swimming with Sharks” 
schtick. Aniston licks Popsicles and talks 
dirty Farrell plays against type with a 
hideous comb-over and polyester pants. 
Jamie Foxx fares better, but even he’s 
not enough to make viewing “Horrible 
Bosses” anything more than hard work.
